Silverites Will Not Ac- 
cept Repeal. 


Senator Teller Brings on His 
Winter Clothes. 


Incisive Speech of Senator 
Sherman. 


He Points Out Some Errors of 
Judgment. 


The Laugh on Senator Stewart—Representa- 
tives Struggling With the Rules—The 
McGarrahan Claim Again 
Bobs Up Serenely. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON... Aug. 30.—(By 
Associated Préss.) The silver debate 
in the Senate is to be made the test of 
physical endurance. This, at least, is 
the programme which the Senators 
from the silver States announce. Sena- 
tor. Teller of Colorado says he has 
brought his winter clothes with him, 
aud will wear them before uncondi- 
tional repeal of the silver bill has 
passed, but Senators from the silver 
States seem ‘to stand alone in this 
determination. Their opponents say 
that they will not be aided_to any 
great extent by free coinage. The 
Democrats. or the most of them, it is 
believed. agree with Senator Hill that 
to filibuster on this question would be 
to lower the character of the Senate 
and diminish public respect for its de- 
liberations. 

Statements " analogous to those 
ascribed to silver men say that the 
silverites have, been heard before 
in the Senate other burning public 
questions, but, somehow, after two or 
three weeks’ talk. and, at the most, 
continuous all-night sessions, a com- 
promise has been reached and an agi ce- 
ment entered into for a vote to be 
taken at a fixed time. Little doubt is 
entertained by the gold standard men 
that this will be the result in this in- 
stance. Should the debate be unrea- 
sonably prolepged, the contest may be 
temporarily transferred from the sil- 
ver question to an amendment to the 
Senate rules to*permit the cloture to 
be applied. 

The managers of the anti-silver cam- 
paign in the House assume that the 
Senate will pass the Voorhees bill es 
a substitute for the Wilson bill, which 
passed the House. When the Voorhees 
bill comes from the Senate, it naturally 
will be referred to the Committee cn 
Coinage, but this committee is bitterly 
hostile to repeal. so it will not be 
sent there if it can be avoided. The 
gold standard men think they have 
found the means to evade this. Under 
the new rules a bill when received «ves 
net reauire censideration in commit- 
tee of the whole. involving no appro- 
priation. It is expected a motion will 
be made to concur in the Senate amend- 
ment. and the expectation is that the 
bill will be quickly passed. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—Immedi- 
ately after the Senate met this morn- 
ing, Senator Manderson presented a 
memorial from all the national banks 
of Omaha for the immediate passage 
of a bill repealing the purchase 
clause of the Sherman act. 

Senator Stewart offered a resolution 
which was, on his own motion, re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, di- 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury 
to inform the Senate how the reve- 
nues, since the commencement of the 
present fiscal year, compare with the 
estimates. 

At 12:35 p.m. the bill to repeal the 
Sherman law was laid before the 
Senate, and Senator Sherman  pro- 
ceeded to address the Senate. He said 
that if the repeal act was the only 
reason fdr the extra session, it seemed 
to him insufficient. The session was 
justified, however, by the existing 
financial strirgency. Congress and the 
people agreed that both gold and sil- 
ver should be continued as money. If 
cheap money were wanted, free coin- 
age of silver may do it, but it must 
not be called bimetallism; it would be 
monometallism of silver. The Presi- 
dent had said that he (Mr. Sherman) 
failed to give the cause of the. de- 
cline of silver—it was due to the fact 
that the peopig had to pay their debts; 
the debts were payable in gold. En- 
gland had to make her own loss in 
the Argentine Republic good, to pre- 
vent her institutions from going down, 
so she returned our securities and de- 
manded payment in gold. The bal- 
ance of trade was also against this 
country, and 4t_had to miake the dif- 
ference good. This, not gthe Sherman 
law, led to the present. conditions. 

Senator Sherman said he consented 
to the passage of the law to prevent 
free coinage, and to that extent it ben- 
ef'ted the country, but, a year ago, he 
introduced a bill almost in the same 
words as the Voorhees bill, to repeal 
it, and not a Democrat voted for it. 
They musi answer why. The trouble 
; a currency famine, not fear as to 
the sOundness of the country’s money’ 
He didn’t believe repeal would over- 
ccme stagnation, but it would ease the 
money market from the dread of free 
coinage. He warned them that if the 
Democrats attempted to alter'the ex. 
isting tariff they would plunge the 
country into deeper distress. As to the 
future, we must preserve the parity 
of all our money. The balance of 
trade might be against us next year, 
and it might be necessary to issue se- 
curities to secure gold and maintain 
parity. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ought to have the authority to 
make’ the deficit good. ll parties 
heretofore had given the Secretary 
that authority. The surplus in the

s Deasury should be coined and used far i dav 


Voorhees’s statement that the act of 
1873 was a “stealthy demonetization.” 
Senator Voorhees replied that the -re- 
mark was not Meant to apply to. Sena- 
tor Sherman, as he had cleared him- 
self of participation in it four years 
ago. Mr, Sherman, continoving, said it 
was strange that on the vote on this” 
bill that Senator Stewart of Nevada 
voted for it. The latter, replying, 
said that in due time he would ex- 
Plain how he came to vote for the 
bill. Senator Sherman caused a laugh 
‘by quoting from one of Mr. Stewart's 
speeches in the debate on the bill of 
1873, in which he declared: “Gold ‘is 
‘the universal standard by which the 
workmah knew exactly what his labor 
was worth. It was not until the silver 
dollar begame cheaper than the gold 
dollar that it Was demanded, and then 
it was to cheat the creditor.” 

The purchase of silver by the United 
States when all others had stopped it 
was an improvident use of the” public 
money. Instead of striking down sil- 


| ver, he wanted to build it up, but it, 
could not be done by the United States 


alone. He believed the best thing to 
do was to suspend the purchase of sil- 
ver and devote attention to the. needs 
of the hour. He would give power and 
authority to protect the credit of the 
government at home and abroad, and, 
after waiting to se@ what effect the 
Indian policy had, and the further. ef- 
forts of the international conference, 
the present clouds of gloom would dis- 
appear. 

The reading of the quotations about 
gold showing the remarkable change 
of opinion on the part of Senator 
Stewart was followed up by Senator 
Sherman exhibiting a’ newspaper pub- 
lished in Nevada, one whole side of 
which was occupied with notices of as- 
sessments on silver mining stock, all 
payable in United States guld coin. 
The speaker cogecluded at 2:40 p.m., 
having occupi wo hours and ten 
minutes in his speech, portions of 
which were read from manuscript, but 
the, main part was delivered extempore 
and with great rapidity and force. He 
was listened to throughout with un- 
flagging attention and interest. 

Senator Stewart, at the close of Mr. 
Sherman's speech, said he would give 
the true history of the demonetization 
of silver next Tuesday. 

When he had concluded the repeal- 
ing bill was laid aside, and the Na- 
tional Bank Circulation Bill was taken 
up to allow Senator. Teller to finish 
his speech which he began yesterday. 
He said it was the prerogative of the 
United States to issue its own cur- 
rency, and this was a good time to re- 
form its banking system. He would 
not, by his vote, put any more power 
into the hands of the banks of the 
country; he w.nld net enable them 
any longer to paralyze the business cf 
the country, as they were doing today; 
we had a fair opportunity to wipe 
them out, and he would wipe them out 
as quickly as he could. He was op- 
posed to the present system. He de- 
sired to withdraw from the banks the 
privileges they now pdssessed. 

At the conclusion of Sénator Teller’s 
speech the Senate went into executive 
session, and when the doors reopened 
the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The code of rules was dis- 
cussed today without result. The ses- 
sion ‘was dull and uninteresting, anc 
but little attention was paid to the 
speakers. 

Representative Walker asked unani- 
mous consent to introduce a bill re- 
pealing the statutes authorizing the ap- 
pointment of marshals and supervisors 
of election. Representative Dingley op- 
jected. 

Represntative Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucky, from the Committee on Appro- 
priations, reported the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill, which appropriates 
$300,000, and it passed. 

Congressman *Bowers asked consent 
for the immediate consideration of the 
resolution calling on the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for information as to whether any 
action has been taken in the cases now 
pending in which the Southern Pacific 
Railroad has begun action to dispossess 
settlers on public hands, Representa- 
tive Bynum objected. 

Representative Hopkins of Illinois 
advocated a rule which would prevenr 
filibustering, and Representative Kilt- 
gore criticised the rules of the Fifty- 
first Congress, and declared that they 
were denounced by the people. “ Repre- 
sentative Grosvenor of Ohio defended 
the Reed rulings during the Fifty-first 
Congress. The discussion was con- 
tinued by Messrs. Grosvenor, Holman, 
Dingley and Outhwaite. 

The rules were then discussed by 
paragraphs. Amendments were of- 
fered, but defeated, increasing the 
membership of the Committee on Ways 
and Means and Appropriations from 
seventeen to nineteen additional mem- 
bers, to be app inted from the territory 
west of the Missouri River, at present 
unrepresented. A motion was also 
made to increase the membership of the 
Committee on Rules from five to eleven. 
The debate on this motion was curt 
short by adjournment.

After a number of amendments were 
disposed of, without debate, Gladstone 
arose, amid a storm of cheers, and be- 
gan his speech with references to the 
criticisms made by the Untonist lead- 
ers on the historical precedents which 
he cited on former occasions for home 
rule in Ireland. The opposition, he 
said, contended that in no other coun- 
tries could apologies be found for 
changing the union between Great 
Britain and Ireland. Their contention 


could not be supported by historical 


facts. In Austria, Hungary, Norway, 
and Sweden, tn the United States and 
the British colonies, were.to be found 
abundant proofs that it was altogether 
desirable to separate local from pe 
rial affairs. 

Through European and American lit- 
erature it was not possible.to find a 
writer entitled to any consideration 


who approved of the conduct of En-. 


gland toward Ireland, or attempted to 
apologize for the grievous and shame- 
ful history which, since the union, they 
felt compelleg to deplore.

Those opposed to the bill adopted a 
course never before adopted, -partly 
to attempt to deliberately destroy the 
measure by a mass of amendments, 
and partly to try to take back in 
morsels the boon conferred in princi- 
ple. It was not the complexity of the 
bill, but the complexity of the amend- 
ments which consumed time. It was 
contended that the bill would separate 
the islands, destroy the constitution, 
break up the empire, and make Irish- 
men supreme in British affairs. 

“Suppose,” he  gsaid, ‘that’ these 
falsehoods were true, have they not 
then a terrible hold upon ourselves? 
Must we not admit our 700 years of 
British connection with Ireland? The 
result of our treatment is that we 
have brought her to such a staté that 
she cannot, without danger of ruin, 
undertake responsibilities which in 
every other country are found to be in 
the capacity of the people, and are 
fraught with the richest benefits. 
(Prolonged Nationalist cheers.) ' We 
deny that the brand of incapacity has 
been laid by the Almighty upon any 
particular branch of our race.” 

Gladstone closed his address as fol- 
lows: “We have faith in national 
liberty; faith in its efficacy as an in- 
strument of national education. We 
believe experience, widespread over the 
whole, vast fleld, encourages us to our 
work at every point. Finally, we feel 
that passing this great measure, after 
more than eighty days’ debate, does, 
will and must constitute the greatest 
among all steps hitherto provided to- 
ward the attainment of a certain and 
early triumph.” Prolonged cheers fol- 
lowed from the Irish and Ministerial 
benches. 

Leonard Courtney, a Unionist, then 
moved the rejection of the bill. He 
spoke. briefly. John Redmond, the 
leader of the Parnellites, who followed 
Courtney, cefined his attitude toward 
the bill. The bill was defective in 
some respects, and disappointing in 
others. Nobody in his senses would re- 
gard the bill as a final and satisfac- 
tory settlement of the great question 
at issue. 


MEXICAN FANANCIERS. 


They Expect to See Silver Forced Upon 
Europe. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 30. — (By 
the Associated Press.) It is antici- 
pated that the passage of the bill re- 
pealing the ‘silver purchase clause of 
the Sherman act by the House of Rep- 
resentatives would at once have bad 
effect on exchange on New York, but, 
so far, no change is noted. The people 
generally believe that America’s silver 
mines cannot, as a rule, continue to be 
worked on a much lower price, when 
their place will be taken by mines here 
employing cheap labor, and that, as the 
product cannot be very greatly increas- 
ed here, the price of the white metal 
will be steady. 

It is thought that Europe will soon 
experience even a greater panic than 
that now existing in the United States, 
and that the silver question will not 
be settled until Europe is forced to 
take action in order to save the export 
trade to silver-using countries. Busi- 
ness conditions here are in a remarka- 


ble contrast to those of the United 
States. There have been no large fail- 
ures, and the banks are in better 


condition than for a long time 


A MUTINY.

DEATH AND. RUIN. 


Further Particulars of the Great 
Storm. 


The Joseph Suther and City of Savannah 
Wrecked—The Latter's Crew and Pas« 
sengers Rescued—Seventy 
Bodies Recovered. 


By Telegraph to The Times 

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Aug. 30.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Capt. Finnie, 
of the steamer Bessie, which arrived 
from Beaufort, St. Helena and Bluff- 
ton a half hour before the City of Bir- 
mingham, says that Beaufort is 
wrecked, and on the Sea Islands the 
loss of life among the negroes is 
very great. Fully half of the popula- 
tion of the island was drowned. 

The steamship Birmingham arrived 
this evening from New York, two days 
overdue, bringing a portion of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamship 
City of Savannah, wrecked on Monday 
tinurning off the shoals six miles from 
St. Helena lighthouse, South Caro- 
lina. The City of Savannah left Bos- 
ton on Thursday afternoon last, and 
went through three storms, each one 
being worse than the preceding. Sun- 
day’s was the worst and, after a terri- 
ble day, the ship seemed as if she could 
last but a few hours more. Capt. 
Savage headed her for the shoal water. 
All night long the vessel ran in the 
storm, the passengers expecting death 
every minute. 

Early on Monday morning she went 
aground, and all of her upper works 
began to give way. In the afternoon,a 
small boat with three of the crew who 
volunteered was sent to find a place 
on shore where a landing might be 
made. On Tuesday morning, the boat 
not having returned, only two boats 
left the vessel, filled with women and 
children, four of the stronger of the 
crew being selected for each boat, ana 
started for land. They were heard from 
having arrived at St. Helerf« 


Island, where they are being well cared 


for. Those who remained on the 
steamer were rescued by the Birming- 
ham. 

The latter vessel left New York on 
Saturday, nd on Sunday night labored 
in a terrific storm. There was no 
abatement of it on Monday until even- 
ing, by which time the ship was blown 
far out of her course. At daylight on 
Tuesday the steamer was running 
through wreckage of all descriptions. 
She came across the schooner Joseph 
Suther with a crew of seven men, the 
vessel being water-logged. The men 
were rescued. Later, a capsized vessel 
was sighted, but there were no signs of 
the crew. A number of other vessels 
were met with masts and Heene partly 
gone. 

On Tuesday night at 6 weed. the 
City of Savannah was sighted, and ef- 
forts were made to rescue those re- 
maining on boavd. It was impossible, 
however, to do anything, gwing to the 
tremendous sea running, so the Bir- 
mingham laid off shore until this morn- 
ing, when, with great difficulty, the 
work of fescue was accomplished. 

SEVENTY BODIES. 
‘AUGUSTA (Ga.,) Aug. 230.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The news from the 
storm-swept district of Port Royal 
and Beauford is still very meager. 
There is no telegraphic communication 
with those places, and the only news 
obtainable is brought by mail. 

News wads received by the Chron- 
icle tonight that seventy dead and 
swollen bodies were taken from the 
Coosaw River today, by searching par- 
ties. Not half of the horrors of the 
storm have yet been told, as messen- 
gers from the surrounding sections 
are arriving hourly, tringing news of 
deaths and of the terrible 
caused by the gale. The result of the 


day’s work of relief puts the number | 


of missing at over one hundred. In 
several places along the Coosaw River 
eight or ten bodies are lying on the 
bank, close together. Graves are 
hastily dug near the places of discov- 
ery, and, without ceremony, the storm 
victims are placed beneath the earth. 
The suffering in. some localities among 
negroes is reported as distressing. 

No news of a definite character has 
been received from St. Helena, and 
other surrounding islands. They are 
for thé most part thickly populated, 
and. it is feared the loss of life is 
very great. 

REPAIRS AT CHARLESTON, 

CHARLESTON, Aug. 30.—The work 
of reconstruction began today, and is 
proceeding vigorously. The damage 
here is placed at about $1,000,000. There 
are no livhts in thécity, gas and elec-

CHICAGO, Aug. %.—(By the Assos 
clated Press.) Enormous crowds of une 
employed men and women collected on 
the lake front to hold a mass-meeting 
today. It was so very much largef 
than was expected ‘that policemes 
were placed on duty there; and © 
ew additional police were sume 
monéd from outlying stations. The 
authorities were very apprehensive of 
an outbreak, and took every precaue 
tion. 

As the morning wore on, the crowds 
constantly increased and became more 
turbulent. Impromptu speeches were 
made at various points, and indications 
of rioting were mantfested. Finally 
the crowd surged across Michigan ave- 
nue, blocking the streets abutting on 
it, and preventing entrance to the Aue 
About this 
time the Rolice began.to appear in the 
crowd. Meantime 500 Italians and 
others started for the Spizzaria Mar- 
ket on State street, where were stored 
the Italian socte- 
les in parade. When they arrived 
there the mob demanded -the guns. 
Spizzaria refused to give them up, and 
pushed the leaders out and locked the 
doors. He then gave them $2 with 
which they bought Italian and Amert- 
can flags, and returned to the lake 
front, squads of police keepnig an eye 
on them, but making no arrests. 

The return of the Italians increased 
the excitement, and soon the mob be- 
gan throwing stones at the police, fol- 
lowed by a shower of coupling-pins 
picked up on the iMHllincis Central 
tracks. Orders were at once sent ’to 
have Gatling guns in readiness, and 
the police were ordered to charge. 
Their clubs at once began to beat @ 
lively. tune on the heads of the mob, 
and in an ineredibly short time the 
crowd broke and ran in every direction, 
quickly melting to individuals fleeing 
through the streets and alleys, and the 
trouble was over, at least for the pres 
ent time. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock this afternoon, 
everything being quiet and all crowds 
dispersed, the reserve police forces 
were sent home. At the armory of the 
Second Infantry, on te lake front, 
there -was much earnest work this 
evening, extra guards being placed og 
duty with a line of pickets outside. 
The same conditions prevailed at the 
West Side Armory of the Second, and 
the armory of the First Regiment al} 
being prepared for any possible at- 
tempt to sack the armories. 

Mayor Harrison said tonight that he 
would not allow any more incendiary 
speeches to be made on the lake front. 


Will Return to Work. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3#.—The striking 
longshoremen ‘had an uproarious meete- 
ing tonight, and a number of them de- 
cided to go back. to work at reduced 
wages in the morning. This probably 
breaks the strike.

The Nicaragua Canal Company 
in Straits. 


A Receiver Appointed on Petition of a Stock~- 
holder-What President Warner Miller 
Says—No Means to Meet Its 
Obligations.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) In the United States 
Circuit Court today, Judge Benedict 
appointed Thomas B. Atkins of New 
York receiver for the Nicaragua Canal 
and Construction Company, on the ap- 
plication of Louis Chaple, one of the 
stockholders. The application for a 
receiver was acquiesced in by Hon. 
Warner Miller, the president, ho says 
the company has no means to meet its 
obligations. 

The company was organized under 
the laws of the State of Colorado. 
June 10, 1887, for the purpose of build- 
ing a canal through the republic of 
Nicaragua, connecting the Atlanriec 
and Pacific oceans. The authorized 
capital stock is $12,000,000, all of which 
is paid up. After organization it be- 
came associated with the Maritime Ca- 
nal Company, with the same objects.

President Cleveland Had an 
Operation. 


An Authoritative Statement Concerning the 
Matter—About an Inch of Bone Re- 
moved—A Microscopical Exam- 
ination to Be Made. 


Rv Telegranh to Te Times. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.) The publication of the | 


story concerning a surgical operation 
on President Cleveland, which was cur- 
rently rumored two months ago, has 
brought out a statement from Dr. Fer- 
dinand Hasbrouck, the dentist. Dr. 
Hasbrouck consented to talk for pub- 
lication and said: 

“T have read an article which pur- 
ports to give an account of President 
Cleveland's disease and an operation 
performed on him. The publication 
calls, I think, for, an authoritative 
statement. The ident’s disease is 
or was—for the operation may have 
been successful in removing it —a 
growth in the bones of his left upper 
jaw and adjoining the bones of the 
nose. The operation consisted in re- 
moving the diseased portions of the 
bone, and was performed about 10:30 
o'clock on the morning of@Saturday, 


July 1, while the President was on 
board Mr. Benedict's yacht, the 
Oneida. I want to say that I don't 


think the disease is the same as that 
which caused the death of Gen. Grant. 

“Dr. Bryant, another whom I will 
not name, and myself, went on board 
of the yacht at this, city on Friday 
night, the night before the operation. 
It is not true, as has been published, 
that the President went at once to bed 
on coming aboard that night. -He sat 
on the deck for a time smoking a 
cigar, and seemed perfectly composed 
and at ease. On the next day, at about 
10 o'clock, the President prepared him- 
self for the knife. He was entirely 
composed and cheerful. He lay down, 
announced that he was ready, and I 
administered nitrous-oxide to him. He 
responded to the anaesthetic promptly 
and was soon unconscious. In erder 
to enable the surgeons to cut away 
the bone which was the seat ef the 
disease, I extracted two bicuspid teeth 
from the left side of the upper jaw. 
The surgeons then took charge. 

“There was no external incision in 
the flesh of the. face, the operators 
working entirely within the cavity of 
the mouth. The seat of the diseased 
growth was in the lower bones of the 
nose, in the adjoining bones and in the 
adjoining tissue on the left side of 
the upper jaw. The diseased bone 
was cut away, piece by piece, and per- 
haps an inch or more of it was re- 
moved. While the operation was in 
progress the Preside revived from 
the effect of the anaesthetic, and we 
were obliged to administer it to him a 
second time. Mr. Cleveland stood the 
oxide very well, and no bad effects 
were produced. rallied very 
quickly. The operation, so far as I 
could see, was an entire success. The 
loss of blood was not great.”’ 

Dr. Hasbrouck was then asked, “Is 
the disease of the President curable?’ 
To this he replied: “I have no doubt 
of it, provided it is attended to in, 
time, and that was the object of the 
operation. Enough of the bone tissue 


was cut out to make certain that the 


extraneous growth had been removed.” 

“Is the disease cancerous in its na- 
ture?” 

“That I will not say,” replied Dr. 
Hasbrouck. “That is for Dr. Bryant 
to say, and it could only be determined 
by a’ microscopic ‘of the 
diseased bone removed. What the 
microscopical éxamination has dis~ 
closed I have not definitely heard. I 
understand, however, that the Presi- 
dent is progressing as well as could be 
expected. I have known worse cases, 
and, so far as.I know, they are living. 
It only rema‘s now for Dr. Bryant 
to state what the microscopical inves- 
tigation reveals concerning the charac- 
ter of the malady.”

CROP BULLETIN. 


The Signal Service Report for the Past 
Week. 

Qbserver Franklin furnishes the fol- 
lowing weather crop bulletin for the 
week just ended: 

The foggy nights and mornings, the 
prevalence of which was referred to 
in the bulletins of the past several 
weeks, continued during the week just 
closed with unabated vigor. The fogs 
lasted until 9 or 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon of each day, da were followed 
by warm, sunny aft oons. The ma- 
turing and harve g of beans were 
favored by the fogs, but fruit-drying 
and the ripening of sugar beets were 
retafded, beets particularly requiring 
plenty of sunshine for’ the developing 
of a high percentage of sugar. The 
temperature was below the average, 
except’in the San Diego section, where 
there was a slight excess. 

The remarkably demoralized condi- 
tion of the fruit market continues,; 
prices rule low, and, in the opinion of 
many persons competent to judge, 
without reason. The damage to the 
EFasterr fruit crop by recent storms 
should have a tendency to advance 
prices and the demand for some prod- 
ucts. The reported deficiency in the 
Eu.opean grain crop, and the antici- 
pated demand for American  bread- 
stuffs should also tend to stiffen the 
price of cereals; but sucn is not the 
case, as the price, in instances, is less 
than the cost of production. it is 
gratifying to note in this day of low 
prices that the barley crop of the San 
Joaquin ranch is bringing a high price 
on. account of its superior quality for 
export brewing purposes. 

San Luis Obispo: The mornings were 
foggy. the days clear and warm. 
Beans promise a good crop. Threshing 
is nearly over; the yield is good but 
prices are low. Farmers who can are 
holding their grain. 

Vengura county — Bardsdale: The 
mornings were foggy, favorable 
for handling ans. Blackeyes chiefly 
will be heavy. Peaches and grapes are 
yielding heavily; other fruits continue 
to yrcmise we |. 

Los Angeles county — Lancaster: 
Grain hauling continues; thirty-five 
carloads were shipped the past week. 
Farmers received notice from the only 
firm making advances on grain that it 
would discontinue doing so. This will 
force the selling at a less cost than 
production, as the greater number of 
ranchers cannot hold for better prices. 
Verdugo: The unusual prevalence of 
foggy mornings was very unfavorabic 
for fruit-drying, which is now at its 
height among growers who cannot get 
a bid on their peaches. The quality of 
dried fruit promises to be of a higher 
grade than heretofore, greater care be- 
ing taken to produce a first-class ar- 
ticle. Pasadena: Continued cool, 
foggy mornings; fogs lasting till 9:30 
a.m.; favorable to all crops cxcept 
grapes. Prices very low—unreasona- 
bly so in the estimation of good 
judges. Duarte: The temperature was 
below the average; a few cloudy aud 
foggy mornings occurred. Prunes are 
ripening and fruit-drying continues. 
Crops growing nicely. Covina: Cool, 
foggy weather continued, and slightly 
interfered with fruit-drying. Peach- 
drying is the order of the day among 
the ranchers; a great many peaches 
have been sold to the Whittier can- 
nery at$l7aton. Ranchers are gener- 
ally drying their own fruit. Pomona: 
Weather was cool with fogs until 9 or 
10 a.m. Peaches and pears are a large 
crop and quality good. Peaches are 
being dried and canned. Our cannery 
keeps fifty people at work and cans 
half a carload a day. Prices for fresh 
fruit are very low; dryers are careful 
about making prices. 

San Bernardino county—Chino: 
Heavy fogs retarded ripening of beets; 
harvesting, however, goes on unabuted. 
Over cleven thousand tons have al- 
ready — delivered. Redlands: 
Peaches are plentiful, also nectarines, 
plums, pears, prunes, etc. Drying has 
increased, and growers are drying vith 
a view of holding for better. prices. 
Put little fresh fruit will be sold, owing 
to low prices. Citrus fruits pronmuse 
well.

IN DEFENSE OF SUICIDE. 


A Distinguished Englishman Argues for 
Public Death Nouses. 

(Bennett Cable Dispatch:) A strange 
mania for self-destruction is seizing 
many victims. Almost daily, both in 
London and Paris, every issue of the 
papers aentains columns about this 
sudden epidemic. The Daily Chronicle 
becomes the forum for a gruesome 
discussion unger the caption ‘Tired 
of Life.” Th® real point argued by 
scores of writers, “Is suicide wrong?” 
A peculiar feature of the craze is that 
most of the victims are young men 
and women under 30, who end their 
lives without discoverable cause of the 
ordinary sort. Several boys 15 to 18 
years of age, happily situated with 
their own families, without any signs 
of despondency, destroyed themselves 
this week. 

The case which has caused the most 
fierce and morbid discussion is that 
of Ernest Clark, who blew out his 
brains on Monday after writing a re- 
markable letter to demontrate that life 
was not worth living. He was 25 years 
of age, and had high intellectual powers, 
surrounded by elements of happiness, 
with no grievance or disappointment, 
except life as a whole. His let- 
ter brought in the newspapers a great 
mass of comment from all classes. It 
is significant that a large proportion 
of these has been an indorsement of 
his views and arguments in favor of 
the moral right, and sometimes the 
duty, of self-destruction. The Chron- 
icle makes most prominent a letter 
from William Archer, the well-known 
dramatic critic anm translator of Ib- 
sen, who, after saying that nowhere 
in Bible is suicide condemned, 
say 

“What we pars and what our 
grandsons or  great-grandsons' will 
probably have, is a commodious and 


scientific death chamber, which shall 
reduce to a minimum the physic er- 
rors and inconveniences of sultide, 


both for the patient and for his family 
and friends. In a. rational state of 
civilization self-effacement should. cost 
us no more physical screwing up of 
courage than a visit to the barber's, 
and much less than a visit the den- 
tist’s. The mental effort will always 
be severe enough to keep people from 
wantonly and in mere caprice putting 
an end to themselves.” 

The morbid discussion attracts 
greater attention daily, and it is quite 
evident that it will eclipse in public in-

[Jt 
would be the greatest nuisance, the 
most complete disttrbance of quiet and 
comfort in all parts of the kingdom, 
that the ingenuity of man could in- 
vent.” 


Of Nature in Men. 
(Lord Bacon:) Nature is often ‘hid- 
den, sometimes overcome, seldom ex- 
tinguished; force maketh nature more 


course maketh nature less important; 
but custom only doth alter and sub- 
due nature. He that seeketh victory 
over his nature, let him not set him- 
self too great nor too small tasks, for 
the first will make him dejected by 
often failing, and the second will make 
him a small proceeder, though by of- 
ten prevailings. And, at the first, let 
him practice with helps as swimmers 
do with bladders, or rushes; but after 
a time let him practice with disadvan- 
tages, as dancers do with thick shoes, 
for it breeds great perfection if the 
practice be harder than the use. Where 
nature is mighty, and therefore the 
victory hard, the degrees had need he. 
First to stay and arrest nature in time; 
like to him-that would say over the 
four and twenty letters, when he was 
angry; then to go in less quantity; 
as if one should, in forbearing wine, 
come from drinking healths to ae 
draught at a meal, and lastlv, to dfig- 
continue altogether. But if a man 
have the fortitude and resolution to 


force a habit upon himself with a per- 
petual continuance, but with some in- 


termisasio For both the pause rein- 
forceth e new onset; and if a man 
that is not perfect be ever in practice, 


he shall as well practice his errors as 
his abilities and induce one habit of 
both and there is no means to help 
this but by seasonable intermissfons. 
But let not a man trust his victory 
over his nature too far; for nature will 
lie buried a great time, and yet revive 
upon the occasion or temptation. Like 
as it was with Aesop's damsel, turned 
from a cat to a woman, who sat very 
demurely at the board’s end till @ 
mouse ran before her. Therefore, let 
a man either avoid the occasion alto- 
gether or put *hintself often to it, that 
he may be littlfé moved with it. A 
man’s nature isfbest perceived in pri- 
vateness, for there is no affectation; fn 
passion, for that putteth a man out of 
his precepts: and in a new case or ex- 
periment, for there customs leaveth 
him. They are happy men whose na- 
tures sort with their vocations. In 
studies, whatsoever a man command- 
eth upon himself, let. him set hours 
for it; but whatsoever is agreeable to 
his nature, Tet him take no care for 
any set time; for his thoughts will fly 
to it of themselves; so as the spaces 
of the other business or studies will 
suffice. A man’s nature runs either to 
herbs or weeds; therefore, let him sea- 
sonably water the one, and destroy the 
other.

The Restriction of Immigration. 

A dispatch from Chicago describing 
the recent riot on the streets of fhat 
city, in which a number of policemen 
were seriousiv injured, states it as a 


noticeable fact that all those participat-_ 


ing in the riot were foreigners. 

It is a noticeable fact, and one which 
is forcing itself very prominently upon 
the notice of Americans, that, not only 
in the riot referred to, but in almost 
all similar outbreaks of a lawless char- 
acter, the participants are of foreign 
birth. From Most in New York tothe 
Anarchists in Chicago and Denis 
Kearney in San Francisco, and the 
Italian Mafia in New Orleans, on every 
hand we find the foreign element to 
the front when it is a question of defy- 
ing the law of the land. 

There are Americans who are asking 
whether it is not about time t6, put 
down the bars on promiscuous immi- 
gration, when thousands of honest 
and industrious native-born citizens 
are asking for bread, and thousands of 
recently-arrived foreigners are threat- 
ening to take by force not only bread 
but blood. This is a far more impor- 
tant question than that of Chinese im- 
migration, for, while Chinese compete 
with white labor, they do not attempt 
—at least they have not yet attempted 
—to take the reins of power in their 
hands, insult and defy the flag which 
gives them shelter, and endeavor to re- 
duce this government to a condition of 
chaos. It is a very fipe thing to wel- 
come and shelter the oppressed of all 
nations. but the time has arrived when 
Uncle Sam must take a little thought 
of his own rapidly-growing family, or 
he will find before long that he is the 
oppressed and his visitors the oppress- 
ors. 
Finally, there is another phase of 
this question. Of what use is the most

A city is, after all, but an 
improvement company on a large scale, 
organized for the purpose of expendinz 
the monev of taxpayers in streets, 
harks and other necessaries and lux- 
uries. If the solid citizens of the com- 
munity would hang together, irrespec- 
tive of party, the other fellows would 
not be “in 
These ideas have been frequently 
advocated in The Times, and it is satis- 
factory to find the following strong 
expression in the same line of thought 
from so prominent and influential a 
journal as the Chicago Tribune: 


“If the people would = disassociate 
themselves from their old party feel- 
ings and the best men of both parties 
would eliminate themselves from their 
parties in city elections and act to- 
gether, making the question simply one 
of good government or had govern- 
ment. get rid of the bummers, free 
themselves from saloon dictation, and 
reform the present abominably corrupt 
municipal service, which costs five 


perfectly-devised system of protective

Money Hoarded for the World’s Fair. 

And now the World's Fair is 
charged with being the cause of the 
present depression in business. A New 
York paper assumes that there are 
4,000,000 of the American people, not 
keeping a bank account, who have for 
months been hoarding money, which 
they would in ordinary years have 
spent, in order that they may have the 
means to attend the fair. It estimates 
that $100 is a fair average of the sum 
that has been thus gradually with- 
drawn from cirtulation, by or for each 
of these 4,000,000 persons, making an 
aggregate of $400,000,000. 

This may be an excessive estimate, 
but there is no doubt that in the ag- 
gregate a very large sum of money has 
been saved up for the’ purpose of vis- 
iting the World's Fair. This money 
will be all spent within a couple of 
months, and will, to a great extent, re- 
lieve the stringency, 
currency is concerned.

THE ASSESSMENT. 


Strong Plea Against a 
od Raise. 


Supervisors Before the State 
Board of Equalization. 


Los Angeles County Already As- 
sessed Too High. 


Reasons Why the Valuations Should Not Be 
Changed from the Amounts Fixed— 
Facts and Pigures in 
Extenso. 


Supervisors Cook and Forrester re- 
turned yesterday afternoon from Sacra- 
mento, where they have been during 
the past few days engaged in making 
arguments before the State Board of 
Equalization in the endeavor to °con- 
vince the members of the latter body 
that Los Angeles county's assessment 
should not be raised. For several years 
pact the State board has made the 
complaint that the assessments of the 
county were low, arguirfg that the 
fruit land should be rated much higher 
than it had been, and that a similar 
raise should be made on all income 
vroducing property. During the past 
year prices of fruit and other produce 
have been far bélow the nominal, but, 
notwithstanding’ this fact, Assessor 
Gray increased the amount of assess- 
ment about 15 per cent., and then in 
the face of this came the notification 
from the State Board of Equalization 
that it was proposed to raise the as- 
sessment. and for representatives of 
the county to appear before them if 
they desired to object to such action. 

Supervisors Cook and Forrester made 
a strong presentation of the case for the 
county before the board at Sacramento 
on Monday, covering the whole ground 
most thoroughly, and leaving no point 
untouched which might illustrate the 
exact situation of affairs. 

In Tuesday’s issue of the Sacramento 
Record-Union, the following report of 
the Los Angeles county hearing before 
the board appears: 

“In the afternoon J. W. Cook, chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors, Su- 
perintendent E. A. Forrester, Andrew 
Smith and G. J. Griffith appeared in 
behalf of Los Angeles county. They 
presented such a ‘formidable appear- 
ance that the board did not feel com- 
petent to stand them off till two be- 
lated members made their entry, and 
the interest on the $74,864,547 assess- 
ment of the county during the half- 
hour's delay amounted to a nice little 
sum. 
‘Mr. Cook said the county was placed 
in a disadvantageous position through 
the fact that the Assessor was not able 
to be present. He desired to call atten- 
tion to the fact thaéytheir fruit lands 
had greatiy decreased’*in value. Not- 
withstanding this, the assessment had 
been raised on such lands 15 per cent., 
and that made it much higher than it 
was selling for. 

“He read a communication from the 
Assessor to him, stating that he had 
given careful attention to the valuss 
of citrus fruit in the San Gabriel, 
Azusa and Pomona valleys, and had 
raised the assessment on them  $281,- 
675. although he much doubted the 
justice of doing so. He raised the as- 
cessment of various other places and 
for various amounts. 

“The depressed state of the fruit and 
nut interests had determined him not 
to raise some other localities, there- 
fore he had not done so. Property in 
the citv. north of Temple street, he 
had not reduced this year, but it would 
cvidently have .to be reduced next 
year, as at this datedt wouldrnot bring 
within one-third as much as it is as- 
sessed for. in payment of a just debt 
from a solvent debtor. His personal 
mroperty .roll he had raised about 
$570.000 over last year, when it was 
very low. 

“Mr. Cook went on to state that 
only 46,180 acres in the county were 
fit for fruit raising, and the average 
assessment on it was about $120 per 
acre. Of this only 31,837 acres are 
actually set out, theré being 2,228,890 
citrus trees on it, about one-tenth of 
that number be!ng in bearing. There 
are also 18.250 deciduous fruit trees. 

“Taking the percentage as a basis, 
he said that 32 per cent. of the land 
in the county was unfit for cultivation, 
28.2 per cent. was grain land, 34.4 per 
cent. pasture land, 4.2 per cent. fit for 
citrus fruits, and 2.2 per cent. decidu- 
ous fruit land. 

“Mr. Beamer asked some pointed 
questions about property in Pasadena, 
especially the Reed, Carr and Conger 
places. Mrs. Carr's place sold recently 
for $40.000. Mr. Gray had assessed it 
at $16,000, while the City Assessor of 
Pasadena assessed it at $30,000. Mr. 
Smith said that was easily explained, 
as Mrs. Carr’s place was a fancy one, 
with hundreds of varieties of forest 
trees planted on it. The City Assessor's 
figures cut no figure, he said. 

“Mr. Cook read figures showing that 
although the acreage of the county 
was 2.650.880; only 1,084,077 acres Out- 
side of cities was assessed, and 63,250, 
in cities and town lots, leaving 1,503,- 
360 not assessed, it being government 
land. Considerable land _ had n 
taken up by the Providencia Land and 
Water Company and others, simply fer 
the water privileges, the land being 
worth nothing except for the springs 
on it. There is a great deal of other 
land in the county that is absolutely 
worthless as far as revenue is con- 
cerned. 

“At the evening session Mr. Forres- 
ter adverted to the fact that the rep- 
resentagives of Orange county had 
made some statements with. regard to 
the assessment of Los Angeles county. 
te said there was very little waste 
land in Orange county, and, there- 
fore, the argument with regard to one- 
ninth of the original territory being in 
Orange county hardly — in com- 

arison with Los Angeles. 
‘ “Further, the charter of Los Angeles 
city only allows a tax levy of 1 per 
cent., and the Assessor has to assess 
very high in order to produce enough 
to meet expenses, therefore the city 
assessment is much higher than that 
of the county. 

“He spoke of what he called ‘dead 
property,’ and instanced a place just 
off of Main street that in 1888 rented 
for $200, and now rents for only $75; 
another that rented for $800 per month 
now rents for $100. A: number of sim- 
ilar instances were cited. Between the 
Plaza and Temple Block, on North 
Main street, there are fifty-two stores, 
which have been vacant for over a 
year. The grain farmers say it is a 
gamble whether they will get any crop 
after they sow it,. want of rain at 
proper times and rust destroying the 
crops. 

“The great bulk of property has been 
held too high, and the Ohly sales that 
are now made are by thoge who have 
been hanging on by their eyelids and 
paying interest till can do 80 
no longer, and they only realize what 
they can. 

“He thought that property had been 
raised wherever there had been any 
movement in it, and the assessment 
in general was too high. The answers 
of orange-growers to circulars that 
had been sent out ta them were al- 
most universally that .they were not 
making the expense of growing the 
crops and harvesting them. 

“Mr. Forrester presented to the 


board a number of such answers and 
affidavits which accompanied some of 
them. A few had made $15 to $20 per 


acre, and one man had made $50 per 
acre on land: assessed at $75. 
Supervisor Cook gaid last evening 


that he did not know what action the 


equalizers would take in the matter, 
and that he did not expect their d 

cision would be made known unti 
Monday next.

The greater number of the guests 
reached Redondo by special train over 
the Redondo Railway at 7:30 o'clock, 
and shortly thereafter the visitors met 
the guests of the evening informally 
in the hotel ballroom. The former 
were Prof. and Mrs. Lowe, Thaddeus 
Lowe, Jr., Sobieski Lowe, and the 
Misses Lowe. 
Freeman, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and Prof. and Mrs. Lowe, 
led the way’into the banquet hall. 
Col. Freeman occupied the head of the 
table, Prof. and Mrs. Lowe at his 
right, and Judge and Mrs. Ross at his 
left.

Col. Freeman, as master of ceremo- 
nies, arose at the proper stage of the 
proceedings and announced that the 
privilege of proposing the first toast 
of the evening had been delegated to 
Judge Slauson.

Young Apablasa Accused 
of Porgery. 


He Fails to Obey the Summons 
of the Court. 


Another Chapter in the Hamilton vs. 


Hearing on a Petition for an Order to Allow 
Hemilton to Visit His Children 


Suimmarily Dismissed—To- 
Calender. 

John V.. Apablasa is in a peck of 
trouble. and unless 7 manages to clear 
himself of the several charges now 
pending against him, it is more than 
probable that his lodging place will be 
behind the prison bars for some time 
to come. 

Young Apablasa is the son of Mrs. 
Apablasa, the wealthy Spanish lady 
who owns much of the Chinatown 
property, but notwithstanding his cred- 


itable connections, the youth seems to 


have become overshadowed by a cloud 
of disgrace, and all through the want 
of money, induced by an extravagant 
and somewhat reckless disposition. 

The first complaint in the case 
against Apablasa was sworn to by A. 
B. Lugo seVeral days ago in the Town- 
ship Court. In this it was charged 
that the defendant on the 2ist day of 
August committed the crime of forgery 
by falsely and feloniously, and with- 
out the consent of Lugo, and with in- 
tent to defraud signed the name of the 
latter to a promissory note drawn in 
favor of W. G. Baylie for $100. 

A warrant for the arrest of the forger 
was at once issued by Justice Barthol- 
omew, and the defendant was brought 
before the bar to answer. Upon ar- 
raignment, the justice, considering that 
Apablasa was well to do-and respon- 
sible, allowed him to go on his own 
recognizance; and eat that he re- 
turn yesterday morning at 9 o'clock for 
examination. 

Accordingly when the appointed hour 

arrived yesterday, the courtroom be- 
an to fill up with witnesses and 
riends, and all was in readiness for 
the examination. But the defendant 
came not. Justice Bartholomew, how- 
ever, is reputed to possess an extraor- 
dinary amount of patience, and this 
quality stood him in good stead, for he 
sat on the bench a full half hour 
waiting for the delinquent to appear 
before continuing the case until after- 
noon. 

At 2 o’clock the same proceeding was 
again gone through with, but still the 
wanted man did not put in an appear- 
ance. 

Justice Bartholomew by this time 
was fast coming to the conclusion that 
his confidence had been misplaced, and 
was on the point of issuing a bench 
warrant at the instigation of the prose- 
cuting attorney, when the defendant's 
uncle came in to offer explanations. 
He said that if a continuance could be 
granted for a few dys, he believed 
that Apablasa would be on hand with- 
out a doubt. 

The continuance was consented to, 
and an order was made setting the ex- 
amination for Saturday. 

The crime of forgery, it is a_leged, is 
by no means the only offense for which 
Apablasa will be called to answer. A 
number of parties about town claim 
that he has obtained money and goods 
from them by giving checks on differ- 
ent banks, all of which checks proved 
to be worthless, as there were no funds 
to Apablasa’s credit on deposit to cover 
them. 

It is believed that the young fellow 
was engaged yesterday in trying to set- 
tle up these other affairs in order’ to 
escape continued prosecution, and did 
not wish to appear in court until such 
a settlement was effected. 

HAMILTON VS. HAMILTON. 


There was a little scene in Depart- 
ment Two yesterday afternoon which 
furnished an additional chapter in the 
pending divorce case of Hamilton vs. 
Hamilton. 

When the regular causes set for 
hearing had been disposed of, Attorney 
Sam Hamilton, the defendant in the 
case, acting as his own counsel, arose 
and addressed the court. He said that 
a hearing had been set for yesterday 
in Department Six,.on an order to the 
plaintiff, issued by Judge Shaw, requir- 
ing Mrs. Hamilton to answer to the pe- 
tition of the defendant to be allowed 
to see his children. The plaintiff's at- 
torney was out of town, it appeared. 
and a continuance was desired by the 
latter’s partner until Mrs. Hamilton's 
legal adviser returned. Hamilton was 
willing, he said, to consent to a contin- - 
uance for one day. 

Judge Pierce was on the bench, and 
before the matter was heard further 
he called for the papers in the case. 
The documents were produced. The 
court took .up the affidavit on the peti- 
tion to show cause. He read it over 
carefully, folded it up and laid it 
down. Then with marked emphasis he 
said, addressing Hamilton: “The peti- 
tion is dismissed. And, further, I shall 
consider whether or not you are in con- 
tempt of this court.’ Without wait- 
ing for a reply he went on to remind 
the attorney, im forcible tones, that 
the very same petitiom had been pre- 
sented to him on the day previous, and 
that he had then refused to consider it, 
owing to reasons of lack of jurisdic- 
tion and the faulty draughting of the 
paper. Then, it seemed, Hamilton had 
at once gone.before Judge Shaw and 
secured the latter’s signature to the 
order. 

Several times Hamilton essayed to 
break in and offer an explanation, but 
the judge said what he had to say be- 
fore he ceased speaking, paying no 
heed to the interruptions. 

When Hamilton was finally allowed 
to offer his explanation, he said that 
he had understood that Judge Pierce 
had recommended that he take the pe- 
tition to some of the other judges on 
Tuesday, and that was why he had 
done so. 

The court remembered to have said 
nothing of the sort, but, admitting that 
such might have been the case, de- 
cided to allow the attorney the benefit 
of the doubt. He then criticised the 
petition offered for his consideratiov, 
and once more gave a final order that 
the same be dismissed.

Now, 
Mr. Cuttle sues the doctor for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, claim- 
ing the horse to have been unsound 
and that the aforesaid doctor knew it 
to be unsound at the time the sale was 
made. Dr. Elliott appeared as one of 
the principal witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, and testified that the horse was 
unsound in at least two particulars 
that the unsoundness was of at least 
six months’ Standing, and that the de- 
fendant, asa veterinarian, knew of the 
defects, Horsemen and liverymen tes- 
tified that the horse was sound when 
sold to Cuttle, and others of equal 
veracity and knowledge held that the 
uefects of the animal are of such » 
nature as to make it impossible for the 
animal to have been good at the time 
of the purchase. The case was tried 
before Judge Potter in the Recorder's 
Court, with Dist.-Atty. Anderson con- 
ducting the prosecution, and Lorenzo 
D. Powell acting for the defense. The

More About the Missing Girl, 
Lizzie Kremple. 


It is Claimed That She is Now at Work in 
Los Argeles Earning Her Own Liv- 
ing, but Her Whereabouts 
are Unknown. 


The talk of the town in Santa Ana 
yesterday was the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Lizzie Kremple, mention 
of which was made in Tuesday's 
Times. 

Upon further investigation it “has 
been learned, as reported in Tuesday's 
paper, that Li€@zie went from this city 
to Los Angeles and that she was 
driven out of the city early Friday 


morning to the Orange Southern Pa- 


cifle depot, at which point she boarded 
the train for Los Angeles. 

The Times reporter visited the home 
of Theodore Pinther, the place where 
Mrs. Beecher claimed the girl stayed 
Thursday night, Wednesday, and from 
Mrs. Pinther learned the following 
story: “Yes, Lizzie stayed here all 
night with me Thursday night. She 
came up from the Santa Fe depot 
along in the afternoon as I was stand- 
ing out in the back yard, and, after 
speaking to me, said, ‘Oh, Mrs. Pin- 
ther! I want you to do me a favor. 
Please may I stay all night with you? 
I want to tell you my trouble.’”’ Then 
she sroceeded to tell the lady of the 
trouble she had had with her father 
and stepmother, and that her father 
wanted her to work in a saloon in Mi 
waukee for him; that she would not 
go back to her parents if she could get 
any work to do anywhere else. Mrs. 
Pinther says she told the girl that she 
did not want to get into any trouble 
over the matter, but she could stay 
With them that night any way. Then 
the girl wanted to borrow $5 for a lit- 
tle while, as she claimed she was hav- 
ing some trouble about her trunk at 
the depot, and she wanted to get the 
matter straightened up, but she did 
not get the money, so she.went up 
town, andy after getting other of her 
effects gathered together she returned 
to the Pinther house and stayed all 
night. Mrs. Pinther says that she 
wanted to go to Los Angeles, but was 
afraid to take the train here for fear 
Mr. Paul, the gentleman who, has 
charge of her father’s shoe store, 
would have her arrested for attempt- 
ing to run away, so she asked if some 
one there could not take her over to 
Orange. The lady very kindly told 
her that her little boy Arthur would 
take her over. Early in the morning, 
the lady said, Lizzie got up, and, upon 
leaving, told the little boy when he 
got the horse and wagon ready to 
drive up to the store and call for her 
at Mrs. Beecher’s rooms just over the 
store. From there the little boy, Ar- 
thur, said they drove to Yost’s black- 
smith shop, where her trunk was 
found and placed in the wagon. The 
boy added that he was enjoined both 
by Mr. Yost and the girl Lizzie not to 
“blab” anything about the trunk or 
either of them, and that he didn’t 
like to “give the thing away.’ From 
there the boy id he took the girl 
and her trun o the Southern Pacific 
depot at West Orange, at which point 
she boarded the train, after which he 
came home. Before reaching the 
depot, however, he claimed the girl be- 
came very nervous and said she was 
afraid Mr. Paul would have her ar- 
rested. She charged him again to be 
sure and not say anything to anyone 
abeut her going away, for, she added, 
“the folks might miss me too soon.” 
At the ‘present time it is known that 
the girl is in hiding in Los Angeles, 
but as her parents have not yet been 
heard from in reference to her disap- 
pearance there will, perhaps, no steps 


be taken, at the prestent time, at 
least, toward having her return. 
On Thursday Lizzie thought her 


trunk had been checked on to Mil- 
waukee, and when told that it had she 
almost went into hysterics, stating, 
rather wildly, at the same time, that 
her father would kill her if. he knew 
what she had packed away in her Sar- 
atoga. When she left she claimed to 
have some money, and said she would 
rent a room and try to get a position 
in one of the stores. She secured a 
letter of recommendation from Mr. 
Pinther to a merchant in the city, and, 
armed with this, she struck out for the 
big, wicked city to take care of her- 
self. How well she will succeed re- 
mains to be seen. As yet no word has 
been received from her father in Mil- 
waukee. 

(Edward Murrell called last night 
at The Times office to say that the 
missing girl had not left this city, but 
was now at work here in a good po- 
sition. He declined to say just where 
she was, But denied that she had in- 
tended to wilfully go into hiding.) 

A HEINOUS CRIME. 

Fred Downs, a lecherous young brute 
from Arizona, has been arrested in 
this city for an infamous crime against 
nature, committed on the person of 
Carl Jennings, a boy about 12 or 13 
years old. Downs came to this city 
Tuesday from Phoenix, Ariz., and, be- 
ing a stranger in a strange land, he 
was walking the streets late in the 
evening, not knowing where to go or 
what to do. He met young Jennings, 
and in conversation with him told him 
that he was a stranger in town and 
had no money and no place to stay all 
night. Young Jennings at once told 
him he could go home with him and 
stay until morning. The two, after a 
time, went to Jennings'’s room and re- 
tired. In a short time the cries of the 
boy were heard, but the flend escaped 
before help came.

He 
is about 18 years old, and, whilt he 
has not the face of a villain, has ac- 
tions showing what a brutal, charac- 
terless beast he is. His parents live 
in Downey and are respectable people.

Those residents who squeezed them- 
selves into the narrow confines of Jus- 
tice Freeman's courtroom Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and evening were witnesses to, 
a real but very ludicrous law suit. W. 
H. Wilkinson of this city had brought 
suit against J. N. Smith of Downey to 
recover an amount alleged to be due 
from the defendant, as wages for ser- 
vices rendered as a trainer of horses.

Excitement Over the Murder of 
Thomas Stevens. 


The Assailants of Marcus General Still at 
Large—Pipe Line System for Water 
to Be Laid at Rediands— 
Brevities. 


The murder of ‘F. A. Filmore of Los 
Angeles, at Vanderbilt, this county, 
on Tuesday morning, by Thomas Stev- 
ens, causes considerable excitement in 
this city, as the mining camp at Van-

Bernardino ‘people. Additional partic- 
ulars received on Wednesday are to 
the effect that officers are in. hot pur- 
suit of the murderer. . Deputy Sheriff 
Wendelbaum and posse being assisted 
Indian trailers from the Needles. Stev- 
ens was a miner at Brodie, and after 
the murder fled through the rough 
country toward the Nevada line. It 
was in a quarrel with Filmore, for 
whom he was working at mining, and 
about ges claimed due him from Fil- 
more, that the fatal shot was fired. 
The Coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict as follows: ‘‘Filmore came to his 
death at the hands of Tom,Stevens.”’ 
The murder is described as having been 
a most cold-blooded one, and every ef- 
fort is being made to apprehend the 
murderer before he reaches the bor- 


der.

A STATEMENT. 

The following commynieation from

“The gang alluded to was not, ‘un- 
fortunately’ for the cause, composed 
of foreigners, indolent men and boys, 
who would not work if they had a 
chance, but of American citizens, and 
with but one exception voters.

due notice to leave, which they agreed

There Was no violence or 
threats used, merely an invitation to 
‘vamose,’ which they aecepted, the 
‘gang’ assisting them im removal as 
courteously as if they were a family 
of Americans. 

“The cause for ‘deportment’ is briefly 
this: A number of American citizens, 
some of whom have families to sup- 
port, are out of work, and have of- 
fered their services in place of ‘pig- 
tails,” which has been refused. | 

“Before deporting the laundrymen, 
arrangements were made with a white 
woman with three children to do the 
washing; then an agreement was cir- 
culated, and inside of twelve hours 
was signed by eighty-eight persons, 
for whose standing we refer you to 
the great register of San Bernardino 
county.”

He reviewed 
the work of the home for the past year, 
the first year of its existence, calling 
attention_to the fact that the beginnihe 
was made in weakness and ignorance 
of the work, and expressing gratitude 
to God for His great blessing upon the 
same. As months went by and num- 
bers increased, weekly meetings were 
established, held for and with the giris. 
These meetings were graciously blessed, 
all of the girls in the home having, 
since their commencement, professed 
conversion, which is looked upon as 
marvelous. The work of the home is 
done ‘by the girJs. Their clothes are 
made and kept in order by themselves, 
and the clothes of the infants born in 
the home are largely made by them. 
The aim is to keep them employed 
judiciously. During the year, twenty- 
six girls have .been admitted, nine of 
whom still live at the home.

SET IN MOTION. 


The Geary Act Can Be 


Enforced. 
The Registration Clause Made 


Effective. 


A Far-reaching Opinion Handed 
Down by Judge Ross. 


Warrants Will Hereafter Be Issued When 
Complaints are Sworn to Against Un- 
registered Chinese —Examina- 
tion Will Follow. 


An opinion was handed down yester- 
day by Judge Ross, in. the United 
States District Court, which is of more 
than ordinary importance. It is in an- 
swer to an application for a warrant 
for the arrest of Ah Wong,a Chinaman, 
who is alleged to be in the United 
States, contrary to section 6, the reg- 
istration clause, of the Geary act. 

Last Monday William F. Lintner 
made application to Judge Ross for a 
warrant for the arrest of the China- 
man, on the ground that he had failed 
to register. No complaint was filed at 
the time, but it is very evident, from 
the decision rendered yesterday, that 
no time will be lost by the complain- 
irvyy parties in swearing to a com- 
plaint, and that a warrant will be 
immediately issued. 

Following is the opinion of Judge 
Ross in full: 

“An application has been made to 
me, as Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the: Sofithern. District 
of California, based upon a co laint 
to which the applicants ask#*to be 
eworn, for-the issuance of a warrant 
for the arrest of one Ah Wong, 
charged with a violation of the sixth 
section of the act of Congress, enti- 
tled ‘An act to prevent the coming 
of Chinese persons into the United 
States,” approved May 5, 1892, and com- 
monly known as the Geary act. 

“That section of that act was in- 
volved in the case of Fong Yue Ting 
vs. United States (140 U.S., 698,) and 
its validity sustained by the Supreme 
Court; and there is also in force, as de- 
cided by the District Court for this 
district on the 30th day of June, 189%, 
in the case of United States vs. Wong 
Dep Ken, section 13 of an act entitled 
‘An act to prohibit the coming of Chi- 
nese laborers to the United States,’ 


approved September 13, 1888 (25 U. 8S. 


Statutes, p. 476.) a part of which sec- 
tion reads as follows: 


“*That any Chinese person, or per-

FOR BATTERY. 


Fisk Says That Je‘fries is Guilty of That 
Offense. 

Police Sergeant W. T. Jeffries was 
temporarily under arrest yesterday on 
a charge of battery preferred by C. E. 
Fisk. Fisk claims that the sergeant 
used violence in ejecting him from a 
Public place. 

The alleged misconduct on the part. 
of the officer occurred something over 
a@ week ago, when a number of young 
men were arrested for disturbing the 
peace in front of Melsted's restaurant 
on Second street. After the men were 

ested they were brought to the 
police station, and while they were in- 
side being “booked” Fisk came into 
the place. A rule of the police depart- 
ment requires that all persons not hav- 
ing authority to remain shall be ex: 
cludedewhile Arrested persons are being 
disposed of, and, in accordance with 
this rule Sergt. Jeffries asked Fisk to 


retire. He declined to do so on the 
ground that it was a public place 
where he had a right to remain. It 


then became necessary for Jeffries to 
use some force in ejecting him.

judge or commissioner of any United 


States court, returnable before any 
justice, judge or commissioner of a 
United States court, or * before any 
United States court, and when con: 
victed, upon a hearing, and found and 


adjudged to be one not lawfully enti- 


tled to be or remain in the United 
States, such person shall be removed 
from the United States to the country 
whence he came. But any such Chi- 
nese person convicted before a com- 
missioner of a United States court, 
may, within ten days from such con- 
viction, appeal to the judge of the dis- 
trict court for the district.’ 

‘I, there: ne, wiule much regretting 
that the application has been made 
to me, feel it my duty, under my 
oath of office, and in view of te ob- 
ligations resting upon me, to award 
the warrant, upon a verification of the 
complaint, in the absence of any ju- 
dicial knowledge that the department 
of the government charged with the 
execution of the provisicns @f the act 
of May 5; 1892, is not provided with the 
means to carry out its provisions. 
Were I so advised, I would not hesi- 
tate to refuse the warrant, for it is 
Plain that the executive departnrent 
of the government cannot execute the 
orders of the judge directing the de- 
portation of Chinamen who fail to reg- 
ister pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 6 of the act of May 5, 1892, un- 
less Congress gives it the money 
with which to send them away. With- 
out the necessary funds, the executive 
department would be manifestly pow- 
erless: and no judge, in my, opinion, 
should order into custody for deporta- 
tion any Chinaman whom he judicially 
knows cannot be deported by the ex- 
ecutive department for want of the 
necessary means. Such a course 
would not only strongly tend to em- 
administration, but it is 
vertinent to ask: What, in that event, 
vould become of such Chinamen? 
They could not be put in the peniten- 
tiary at hard labor, as provided by 
section 4 of the Geary act, for the 
reasons given in the recent opinion of 
the District Court of this district in 
the case of the United States vs. Wong 
Dep Ken, and any unreasonable deten- 
tion of them by the officers would 
doubtless entitle them to discharge on 
a writ of habeas corpus. In the case 
last mentioned the defendant was 
found and adjudged to be unlawfully 
in the United States, and was, there- 
fore, ordered deported, and  de- 
ported by the executive department, 
and, nothing to the cont®ary appear- 
ing, it is to be presumed that the same, 
department is possessed .of similar 
means for the deportation @ any other 
Chinaman or Chinamen legally found 
and adjudged to be unlawfully in this 
country, and for that’ reason legally 
ordered to be deported. 

“For these reasons, upon the proper 
verification of the complaint, the war- 
rant for the arrest of the person com- 
plained of must be _ issued.” 

The effect of this decision will be 
very far-reaching. Any private citi- 
zen can now swear to a complaint 
against an upregistered Chinaman, and 
a warrant must thereupon be issued 
for his arrest and examination. If the 
Celestial is so unfortunate as not to 
have complied with section 6 of the 
Geary act, he must be deported. Judge 
Ross's latest decision practically sets 
the Geary law in motion, and as long

The second event was a stick and 
ball race, run in heats of-two, starting 
from goal line through the opposite 
goal arid back. In this event Maud 
beat Proctor; Warring beat Bettner; 
Maud beat Parker, and in the final 
event Warring beat Maud and won the 
race,, 

The third event was a tent-pegging 
race, with five tries for each man, 
thre® points for taking a whole peg, 
two points for taking part of a peg, 
and one point for splitting a peg. 
There were six entries, namely, Parker, 
Van der Gracht, Maud, Proctor and 
Bettner. Parker made. six points, 
Proctor four points, and Maud two 
points, the other contestants failing to 
score at all, so Parker. was declared the 
winner. 

Event four was a race from goal 
line to goal dine and back, the com- 
petitors to keep within the side bound- 
aries of the polo ground. This was 
nothing more or less than a straight 
pony race, and the way the horses 
kicked up the dust in getting.over the 


ground was a caution. There were 
five entries, as follows: Parker, Van 
der Gracht, Proctor, Warring and 


Maud. From the cloud of dust at the 
finish it was discovered that Troctor 
was first, Warring second, and Van der 
Gracht third. 

In the contest of striking the ball, 
Warring took first prize, Maud second, 
and Proctor third. The contestants 
had a running start with two tries 


Besides the races here mentioned 
there was an animal race fifty yards 
and back afound ~post, animals 
driven on foot, and horses, mules and 
dogs barred. Also a race to goal line 
and back with stick and ball, and last 
but not by any means least, an “‘um- 
brella’’ race. In this race the contest- 
ants wore night gowns, and run fifty 
yards to ponies, held by boys, carry- 
ing saddle, bridle and umbrella. Here 
they saddled, bridled, opened their um- 
brellas and mounted. The race was 
the length of the grqund. 

A great deal of interest was taken 
in all the events on the programme, 
and there was really some _ exciting 
sport. 

The animals were all well-trained 
polo ponies, and their riders were in 
nearly every case quite skillful. 

All of the contestants were members 
of some recognized polo club. 


HOUSE’S CLAIMS. 


Their Validity to Be Tested in 
Court: 


The Plaintiff Wants “$460.56 Alleged to Be 
Due from the County on Delinquent 
_ Sales as His Com- 
mission. 


Late yesterday afternoon a suit was 
filed in the County Clerk’s office by R. 
F. House in a suit against the county 
of Los Angeles. 

House, it will be remembered, suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a contract with 
Atty.-Gen. Hart and Controller Col- 
gan for the collection of delinquent 
State taxes. Thfs contract was dated 
December 15, 1891, and by its provi- 
sions House was to receive 15 per cent. 
of the amounts collected, besides -the 
$3 for serving each notice. As the pe- 
riod for which the taxes were to be col- 
lected extended back to 1870, and as 
it was known there was an enormous 
amount of taxes due for which the 
State had bid in property, the posi- 
tion of delinquent tax collector was 
much sought after, and many strings 
were pulled by various parties to get 
in the good graces of the Attorney- 
General and Controller, who were sup- 
posed to be vested with the power of 
appeintment. 

At one time it was supposed that 

Walter S. Hobbs had a “dead cinch” 
on the place. A. P. Berry of Pasa- 
dena, ex-Constable Clements, and 
others were also prominent candidates, 
but House succeeded in securing the 
contract. 
The matter was fully discussed in the 
last Legislature when the Bulla De- 
linquent Tax Bill was before that 
body. House spent the greater part 
of the winter in Sacramento,’ but not- 
withstanding his efforts the bill passed 
both branches, though not without a 
struggle in the Senate. After the Leg- 
islature adjourned the Governor ve- 
toed the bill on the recommendation of 
Controller Colgan, as was explairied 
fully in the accompanying message at 
that time. 

After securing the contract with the 
Attorney-General and Controller - on 
December 15, 1891, House went before 
the Board of Supervisors of this county, 
and on the 28th day of the same month 
that body passed a resolution based 
on the contract made by House with 
the State officials at Sacramento. 

House pursued the even tenor of his 
way, and no legal question was raised 


}as to his right to collect from the 


county and State until a few months 
ago, when District Attorney Dillon, in 
passing on the claim, declared that it 
was not a legal charge against the 
county. The District Attorney con- 
tended that the contract entered into 
by House with Hart and Colgan, on 
which the supervisors’ resolution was 
based, was invalid and void. 

Shortly after this the Board of Su- 
pervisors passed another resolution re- 
seinding the former one, and House's 
claim hung fire until August 21, when 
it was rejected by order of the board. 

House now brings suit against the 
county for five months’ fees. The 
amount charged against the county is 
for December, 1892, $84.54: for January, 
1893, $54.48; for February, 1893, $87.59: 
for March, 1893, $112.34; for April, 1893, 
$121.31, making the amount of this one 
claim against the county, $460.56. It 
will be remembered that the State's 
portion is not included in this amount, 
the complaint explicitly stating that 
the State Board of Examiners had al 
lowed the plaintiff's claims for the 
months above mentioned. 

McLachlan & York will appear as 
attorneys for the plaintiff in the case.

_ FIRE ENGINE TEST. 


The New Amoskeag Fire Engine 
A Success. 


It Was Furnished the City by the W. C. Furrey 
-Company — Publicly Tested Before 
the Fire Com missioners 
Yesterday. 


The new Amoskeag fire-engine re- 
cently purchased by the city was pub- 
licly tested yesterday afternoon, and. 
found to work entirely satisfactory. 
The test was made in an open field on 
Central avenue near the Arcade depot. 

The engine is what is known as a 
second size, and was built for the 
World’s Fair. It has a beautifuleni l 
finish, and is supplied with modern - 
provements. Among these is a tin 


h the 
stream of water may be turned off by 
a shut-off at the nozzle without danger 
of bursting the hose. This is brought 
about by the sudden back pressure on 
the water, closing a valve, which shuts 
off all communication with the hose. 
As soon as the stop cock is turned on 
again, then the water will flow as usual. 

The engine has an arrangement un- 
derneath the boiler so that a spray of 
water is turned on the ashes and also 
on the rear wheels, so that they wii: 
not be overheated. 

With cold water in the boiler, ana 
with the engine standing still, a steam 
pressure of twenty pounds was secured 
within six and one-half minutes of the 
time the fire was lighted and a working 
stream started through the hose. Only 
ordinary kindlings were used. With 
this amount. of steam on, the pumps 
were started, and within a few minutes 
the pressure was at 120 pounds, and 
steam was “blowing off’’ through the 
safety valve. Two streams of water 
were thrown with tremendous force 
through two lines of hose,.each on a 
side of the engine. City officials who 
W. present expressed their satisfac- 
tion. with the work. 

The engine was purchased from the 
W. C. Furrey Company, who have sup- 
plied the department with four engines 
of the Ahrens make, besides the Amos- 
keag tested yesterday, which was 
manufactured at Manchester, N. H. 
The engine has a heater connection, so 
that while standing in the engine-house, 
the water in the boiler may be kept at 
nearly a boiling point. The Fire Com-
